President Taft spoke in the eause 
of world peace tonight before such a 
brilliant assemblage at the Hotel Astor 
that he described it as “superlative.” 
He was the honor guest at a banquet 
of the Peace and Arbitration League 
and the principal speaker. Internation- 
al peace was the keynote of every ad- 
dress, but no speaker advocated the 
immediate disarmament of nations. On 
the other hand, all agreed that ermies 
and navies were necessary until a inore 
Utopian universe shall have come about. 
On this point President Taft said: 

“Because we are in favor of unl- 
versal peace and in favor of arbitra- 
tion in order to secure it, we stand Lo- 
gether that we are not in favor of nue 
country giving up that which we now 
use for the purpose of securing peace, 
to wit: Our armament in our army «and 
our navy. 


Expense of Armament. 


“The expense of armament is work- 
ing toward peace. The expense of war, 
I am sorry to say, ts having greiter 
weight jn securing peace than the ex- 
, pense of lives. 

“Personally I do not see any more 
reason why matters of national honor 
should not be referred to a court of 
arbitration any more than matters of 
property or matters of national pro- 
prietorship. I Know that is going 
further than most men are willing 
to go, but I do not see why questions 
of honor may not be submitted to a 
tribunal supposed to be composed of 
men of honor who understand qunes- 
tions of national honor, to abide by 
their decision, as well as any other 
question or difference arising between 
nations.” , 


Rights of Aliens. 


Leaving the question of peace, ihe 
president touched upon the violation 
of the rights of aliens in this country, 
recommending investing the chief ex- 
ecutive and the federal ,courts with 
authority to pass upon such violations 
committed in the several states. tle 
spoke of the inadequacy of having 
treaty violations passed upon by gov- 
ernors or local district attorneys

“Whereas, The Itinerant Agricul- 
tural School has been of much benefit 


to those of us who have been in at- 


tendance and have heard the 
witnessed the demonstrations 
the experts who have been in charge; 
and, 

“Whereas, We believe that the said 
school,, as held in different parts of 
the state, are productive of much good 
to the people and will redound to the 
advancement and uplift of the farmerg 
of Georgia Therefore, be tt 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the 
citizens of Hall county be, and are 
heréby, extended to the officers and 
managers of said Itinerant Agricul- 
tural School for the three days’ ses 
Sion of satd school held in Gaines- 
Ville March 14. 15 and 16." 

The legislature made an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 annually for the main- 
tenance of an extension department 
the State College of Agriculture. 
This work was only organized on Jan. 
uary 1, as the money did not be- 
come avallable until that date. Five 
men are employed in this department, 
and since the list of February four- 
teen extension schools have been held 
with an average registration of over 
ninety representative farmers at each 
one. Ninety-one sessions have been 
held thus far and the actual attend- 
ance hae been 8,220.

The state board of entomology has 
exhausted its supply of cotton seed of 
the variety which is used as a resist- 
ant to the black root disease owing to 
the immense demand for same. Parties 
who desire seed next year may send in 
their names, which will be placed on 
the list. 

Arrangements have peen made by the 
board with different parties to grow 
this seed in large quantities this sea- 
son and the board hopes that next 
winter seed can be sent out to all who 
apply for same. 

A. C. Lewis, assistant state entomo!l- 
ogist, has just returned from a trip 
from south Georgia, where he went to 
oversee the sending out of the resist- 
ant cotton seed that the state board 
of entomology is distributing this 
spring. ‘The seed they sent out 


Spring were grown for them at 
following places: Ed Howell, Vienna, 
Ga.; Colonel M. B. Council, De Soto, 
Ga.; Jesse Faust, Plains, Ga.; Z. T. 
Wall, Ellaville, Ga., and C. W. Sutton, 
Edison, Ga. They have distributed the 
cotton seed to over 2,500 different 
farmers.

This will be very valuabieito the state 
asp soon as the boll weevil reaches 
here, which will probably be within 
three or four years.

The 
work is an important one, and accuracy is, of course, essential. The 
co-operation of the public is absolutely essential, and there is every 
reason why the answers given should be complete and accurate. In 
fact, there is no earthly reason Why all questions asked should not 
be answered without reservation or equivocation.

The books 
will close with the end of April 4 and 
not April 5, as has been published. The 
law says that the tax collector ‘shall 
close said voters’ books for said elec- 
tion six months before the date of said 
meneral election.’ ‘Months’ in that 
law means a calendar month. Tne 
election for governor will be on Uc- 
tober 6. The last day six months be- 
fore that date ts April 4, and tne 
voters’ book must be closed the nigit 
of April 4. 7 

Criticises Law. 

“TT am opposed to that part of the 
law of 1908 which disfrancnises for all 
elections this year every citizen who 
fails to register before April 5. I am 
not influenced in my opinion of that 
law by any consideration of any per- 
son or persons who favored or prv- 
cured its enactment. I am not con- 
cerned in criticising its purpose. In 
common with every citizen,

I exercise 


imy right to pass judgment on the wis- 


dom of that law. 

“In doing so, I condemn it as unjust 
to the citizens of Georgia, who have 
the right to vote on all questions as 
to measures and men, and as a legal
